NOTES FROM A »CITY 


EDITOR'S DAYBOOK —We 
can report pretty accurately 
that seldom has this commun- 
ity been moved so strongly as 
It was when the announce- 
ment "broke" that Principal 
B. J. Frazer was being asked 
to resign. 


And if you believe In telephone 


calls directed to this newspaper 
over the incident, the tide is run- 
ning strongly in favor of the 
principal. That's an accurate re- 
port. The city desk was clamor- 
ous with phone calls from as- 
tounded and irate citizens thin 
morning and last night. 
The objections, mainly, centered 


on several things. First, if B. J 
Frazer was incompetent or detri- 
mental to the school system, why 
did the school boards of the past 
wait 30 years to act? 


Second: Why, if there was fric- 


tion in the school administration 
did the matter have to come so 
precipitously? Why was it neces 
sary to oust him now when he 
Frazer, was so close to full retire 
ment pay? All arguments can be 
resolved. 


Third: There has been nothing 


to indicate that the high school, 
under Frazer, was anything but 
a first-rate Institution. An one ob- 
server expressed It: "Many ol 
our students are on college honor 
rolls. Eight of them are presently 
on the University of Illinois honor 
roll." 
* * * 


We repeat, that's an accurate 


account of the reaction of the pub- 
lic this morning. It is a biased ac- 
count, necessarily. There has been 
no clarification from the school 
board. Its statement today adds 
nothing to clarify the situation 
And apparently the public is de- 
manding a' clarification of the 
whole matter. From sources who 
watch school matters pretty close- 
ly, yesterday's events came as a 
shock. That's the accurate descrip- 
tion of the reaction. 


The board has not acted on 


Frazer's resignation. Seemingly 
they must now go through with 
it. The faculty of Dixon High has 
asked the board to reconsider. If 
the board does, it would be in an 
untenable position. It would be in 
the position of Frazcr, himself, 
who when asked to resign, was 
offered another position on the 
faculty, "perhaps as a teacher of 
English.

Justice Department, FBI 
Watching Reds: Brownell 
Report to Nation Brings 
Approval of Both Parties 


WASHINGTON—(£>)—-Atty. Gen. Brownell says the 


FBI, the Justice department and the courts are ever givilant 
but the nation needs more stringent laws to dig the Commu- 
nists out of hiding. 
Brownell did not mention by 


name Sen. 
McCarthy 
(R-.Wis), 


whose Senate Investigations sub- 
committee had done much of Con- 
gress' Red probing. But the attor- 
ney general left the strong impres- 
sion, in a nationally t e l e v i s e d 
speech Friday night, that he be- 
lieves the law enforcement agen- 
cies of the executive branch and 
the courts are capable of dealing 
with the Red menace at home. 


And he said the operation of a 


law already on the books might, 
in effect, icsult in outlawing the 
Communist party through Us own 
acts. 


All Vigilant 


Browncll's report to the nation, 


undertaken at 
the direction of 


President Eisenhower, brought ex- 
pressions of approval for his ob- 
jectives from" both Republicans and 
Democrats in Congress. 


But there were no clear indica- 


tions the attorney general's re- 
quests for new legislation would 
generate action in the form he sug- 
gested or, in some cases, any ac- 
tion at all. 


His speech was regarded in some 


quarters "as an effort to take the 
play away from McCarthy's con- 
troversial Communist - in - govern- 
ment hunt Brownell said: 


"The FBI, the Department of 


Justice and the courts are your 
agents in dealing with this Com- 
munist conspiracy? All are vigilant 
in their readiness to meet any 
move or emergency which the 
Communist p a r t y in America 
might precipitate." 


Outlines Proposals 


He said new laws are needed, 


however, "to destroy by legal, or- 
derly processes the Communist 
party in this country." 


The attorney general said the 


country needs laws "to eliminate 
Communist control of any indus- 
trial organization or labor union in 
vital s e c t i o n s of our national 
economy." 


He proposed the imposition of 


the death penalty for peacetime, as 
well as wartime espionage. 


In his program to meet the Com- 


munist "threat to our nation's 
safety," he outlined also these 
proposals: 


Permission for an employer to 


dismiss from defense plants during 
a national emergency any person 
whose record shows he is likely 
to engage in sabotage or espionage. 


Measures to prevent witnesses 


from pleading self-incnmination ns 
an excuse for refusing to testify. 
There have been proposals for & 
law that would permit the govern- 
ment to grant immunity fiom pros- 
ecution to witnesses, who could 
then be ordered to answer ques- 
tions. Though their testimony could 
not then be used against them- 
selves, it might help catch "higher- 
ups." 


Revoke Citizenship 


Legislation on the use of wire- 


tapped evidence. 


Taking away the citizenship of 


any person found guilty of advo- 
cating violent overthrow of the 
government. 


Eliminating the statute of limi- 


tations—which prevents prosecu- 
tion for crimes after a number of 
years—in espionage cases. 


A bill to permit use of informa- 


tion obtained by wiretapping as 
evidence in federal courts has been 
approved by the House. However,

Commandos

Damage Repaired , 
But Planes Still 
Unable to Land 


HANOI, Indochina—UP)— 


The French said today Viet- 
minh commandos staged a 
sneak attack on the main air- 
strip at Dien Bien Phu Fri- 
day night and blew up the 
northern section by placing 
bamboo poles stuffed with ni- 
troglycerine under the field's 
steel matting. The damage 
was repaired today despite a 
continuing artillery barrage. 


However, planes have been un- 


able to land at Dicn Blcn Phu for 
some time because of the heavy 
Vietminh shelling and the French 
have had to supply the fortress by 
parachute. 


Edge Closer 


Despite the steady hammering 


of key French positions there was 
no immediate indication that a 
fresh general assault was Immi- 
nent. 


Thousands of the enemy troops 


also pushed their intricate system 
of foxholes and trenches closer to 
the barbed wire barricades and 
bunkers protecting the fortress. In 
some, places the Vietminh edged to 
within a few hundred yards of key 
defense positions. 


French Hit Back 


A wild onrush aimed at over 


whelming Dlen Bien Phu's defend 
crs was expected within four or 
five days. U was believed this third 
attack would be a do-or-dle effort 
to win a victory before the April 
26 Geneva conference on Korea 
and Indochina. 


The French hit back Fnday with 


their own heavy artillery fire and 
relentless plane attacks in an 
fort to upset the timetable of the 
Vietminh's 
mandcrs.

most nearly perfect yet devised. 


A product of the Eagle Signal 


Corp.. one of the nation's oldest 
manufacturers of traffic control 
devices, the new system employs 
a mechanical brain described by 
the manufactuier as capable of 
handling most conceivable traffic 
problem. 


The new system makes it pos- 


sible to select scores of traffic 
patterns on a master control, and 
transmit them to individual sig- 
nals in various sections of a city 
to meet varying types of traffic 
situations. 


Car Operation 


In addition, the system is de- 


signed 
for operation 
by

equipment on emergency vehicles. 
Thus, a fire truck, police car or 
ambulance .would be able to con- 
trol traffic signals along its route 
while responding to any emergen- 
cy call.

Frazer. 


News that Principal Frazer had, 


resigned "leaked" to the faculty 
n.embers Thursday, and press an- 
nouncement that he had been 
iorced to resign was made Friday. 
The resignation request was draft- 
ed at a secret session of the board. 


The teachers' petition c^amc upon 


a Hood of public sentiment protest- 
ing; the firing of the school princi- 
pal who Is completing his 30th 
year in the local school system. 


The petition Mated: 
"We the undersigned of the 


Dlxon high school faculty, ha\ Ing 
learned of the untimely resigna- 
tion of Mr. Frazer as principal of 
Dlxon high Hchool, wish to in- 
form the board of education that 
his administration of the high 
school ha* met with our satisfac- 
tion. We feel that'hls effort* have 
been for the bent Intercut of the 
students, the school, the faculty 
and the community. 
' "We' sincerely hope that the 
board of education will R|\C Me- 
rlon* consideration to said resig- 
nation .and find It advisable to 
reject It." 


Petition Genuine 


A spokesman for the faculty said 


that the petition was* the "genuine" 
feeling of the faculty and added 
that the names represented every 
full or part-time faculty member 
under Frazcr. 
- 


Meanwhile the board of educa- 


tion gave no explanation why 
Frazer was asked to resign. Sev- 
eral Interviewed yesterday said 
that "it was for the best interests 
of the school." 


The board released'a statement 


today which added nothing to satis- 
fy a demand that reasons for Fraz- 
er's firing be aired. 


Hoard Statement 


The statement submitted to th« 


press this morning by the board's 
secretary, John Cullcy, said: 


"The announcement by Mr. It. 


•T. Frar.cr, principal of the DKon 
high school, makes a comment 
by the board of education appro- 
priate. The resignation was re- 
ceived by the secretary of the 
board of education after the 
regular monthly m e e t i n g in 
March. 


"The matter of reqiioHting tho 


resignation ua« dlncu*M'<l by th« 
mcmberN of the board o\er a pe- 
riod of nevcral months. The de- 
rision was reached after careful 
deliberation and we are confident 
that It Is for the best intercuts of 
the school sjstcm. 


Mr. Fra/.er wax offered 
a 


teaching position in the high 
school, which he declined. At hi* 
request, It was agreed that he 
would make his own announce- 
ment at whatever time he might 
•elect." 
The Evening Telegraph, as it 


announced yesterday, learned that 
action lo fire Frazer was taken 
several months ago at a secret 
session of the board of education. 
There were no minutes of the meet- 
ing but one board member loUi 
the Telegraph yesterday that the 
vote of the boaccl was "unani- 
mous." 


Resigns March 21 


According to the boaid's an- 


nouncement today, Frazer's resig- 
nation was placed in their hands 
on the night of March 2(. That was 
the session in which the board an- 
nounced salary hikes for the school 
faculty. 


Reasons for Frazer's firing still 


remained a matter of speculation.

Can Be Mastered Quickly

Most do-it-yourselfers are paint- 


ers before every picking up a 
brush, and become carpenters upon 
getting their hands on a hammer, 
a saw and a bag of nails. But brick- 
laying shakes their easy confi- 
dence. 


Actually, the mechanics of brick- 


laying can be masteied in a short 
time. To perfect technique takes 
long practice, but you can do an 
acceptable job of bricklaying with- 
out going through all of the fancy 
motions. 


The best advice for the would-be, 


do-H-al-home bricklayer is, go and 
watch an expert mason at work. 
You cannot learn technique by 
reading a book, or an article. 


Next, try it yourself. 
At your favorite building-supply 


yard you can buy premised cement 
In bags. You may prefer this ma- 
terial, because it saves mixing 
time—all you need 'do is add the 
right amount of water to the mix 
—and because it saves buying sev- 
eral ingredients. 


Then get the tools, including mix- 


ing board, mason's trowel, brick 
hammer, wide cold chisel, steel 
rule, spirit level and a white cot- 
ton line. 


Before any actual bricklaying is 


done, establish a firm foundation. 
For short, decorative walls, simply 
dig a shallow trench and tamp it 
down. Brick can be laid in the 
ticnch without the concrete foot- 
tings necessary for larger walls, 
load-bearing walls, outdoor fire-' 
places, etc . 


Let a fine spray from your gar- 


den hose fall on Uie bricks for an 
hour 
before

couise. Thoioughly wet, they won't 
dia\\ too much water out of the 
cement mortar. 


Now, 
in order to describe me- 


chanics of bricklaying, let's take 
a brick wall as a"n example. 


Stretch 
a 
line between two 


Stakes, and lay out the first course 
of bricks experimentally along this 
line, about a half inch apart. Take 
up the first few bricks and spread 
out a mortar bed for them. Tap 
bricks with hammer handle into 
level position in the bed. Finish the 
course, following the lines, and 
checking often with spirit" level. 


If your wall is more than two 


feet high, it should be two bricks, 
or eight inches, thick. In this 
case it is necessary to fill with 
mortar the joint between the two 
parallel tiers. Keep filling this 
gap as the work progresses. 


Mix cement moitar in small 


quantities—no more than can be 
used in 30 minutes, for it stiffens 
rapidly. 


After' the first course is laid, 


begin building up brick at each 
end of the wall, working gradually 
toward the middle. For all bed 
joints, spread a thick layer of 
mortar, then run point of trowel 
through mortar to make a furrow. 
Tap bricks into the mortar. With 
trowel, whisk away the excess mor- 
tar that oozes out of the joint. 
Spread mortar only two bricks at 
a time ahead of last brick laid. 


The joints between bricks are 


filled as you go along. Put mortar 
on the end of each brick to be 
laid before setting it in place. 


The last brick in a course is 


the closure brick. It must be but- 
tered on both ends before setting. 


Final course is the header course, 


in which the bricks are laid at right 
angles to previous courses.

permanence, easy maintenance and 
the fact that a wood-paneled room 
usually adds more than its cost to 
the re-sale value of a house. 


The decorating possibilities of 


wood aie as endlessly varied as 
Nature itself. There are dozens o£ 
attractive hardwood species avail- 
able in easy-to-use plywood wall 
panels. Among the most popular 
species are birch, gum, mahogany, 
maple, oak and walnut. Log's of, 
each of these species, moreover, 
can be cut in half a dozen ways 
in the plywood-making process, 
earh yielding a distinctive giam 
pattern.

Prompt Felling 
Of Dead Trees 
Reduces Perils 


Agin<r of the wood, beneficial for 


some things, is anything but that 
for dead and dying trees. They 
should not be left standing too long. 


This seems pretty obvious, but 


tree experts say too many pro- 
perty owners delay having trees 
felled in the mistaken belief re- 
movals become more economical 
the longer the hulks stand. 


Actually, this neglect compounds 


the peril for both passerby and the 
professional tree men who even- 
tually will be called upon to re- 
move the trees. To make matters 
worse, the property owners may 
have to pay more than the normaJ 
cost for prompt tree removal. 


That's because some tree sur- 


geons rightly require premium pay- 
ment for the extra hazards in- 
volved. Even under the best condi- 
tions, the experts consider dead 
tree removal their No. One acci- 
dent hazard. 


In the city, trees are removed by 


cutting into small pieces that are 
carefully lowered with stout ropes.

With elms, in particular, re- 
moval and burning is vital to pre- 
vent the spiead of Dutch elm di- 
sease, carried by the elm bark 
beetle.

Your Lawn 
Needs Care 
In Spring 


URBANA — Your lawn needs 


lime, a fertilizer containing nitro- 
gen and a light rolling to firm the 
sod. 


Those are three tips for spring 


lawn care from H. R. Kemmerer, 
landscape specialist. University of 
Illinois college of agriculture. 


It's best to test for lime, Kcm 


merer says, but since it's late you 
can put on about 25 pounds per 
1,000 
square feet. This amount 


won't hurt your lawn, and it will 
'do a1 lot of good if your land needs 
lime. 


Besides lime, a fertilizer con- 


taining nitrogen, such as 10-8-6. 
will help make the grass a uni- 
form, dense green color. Lawns 
need fertlizer twice a year—once 
in late March or April and again 
m late August or September. Be 
sure to spread it evenly. Water it 
right after fertilizing so that it 
won't burn the lawn. 


In addition to lime and fertilizer, 


an early spring ioiling will help 
most** lawns. Kemmerer says a 
light roller, about 100 pounds of 
weight for each foot of roller width, 
will press the heaved sod back into 
contact with the soil. Heavy rol- 
leis will pack the soil, especially 
when it is wet. 


Once your glass staits to grow, 


mow it rcgulaily when it reaches 
a height of 2'i inches. Cut it back 
to about 1'i inches. The inch-long 
clippings dry off easily. So even if 
you have to mow your lawn a few 
more times, you will save time by 
not having to rake it. 


However, you will want to rake 


about a week before the first mow- 
ing to remove dead grass, leaves 
and twigs.

Every homemaker should check 
each day's meals to see that she 
has included the following: 


1. Leafy, green and (yellow, vege- 


tables (1 or more servings daily). 


2. Citrus fruit, tomatoes, raw 


cabbage or salad greens (1 or 
more servings daily). 


3. .Potatoes and other vegetables 


and fruits (2 or more servings 
daily). 


4. Milk, cheese and ice cream (3 


or more cups daily, to drink or in 
cooking). 


5. Meat, fish and poultry (1 or 


more servings daily). 


6. Eggs (3 to 5 times weekly; 1 


daily preferred).

7. Cereal and bread (2 or more 


servings daily). 


8. Butter and other fat (2 or 


more tablespoons daily). 


If your family got these foods 


today and has been getting them 
every day, you as a homemaker 
have contributed greatly to its 
general health and ability to make 
good and to face problems of mod- 
ern living. 


Every intelligent person needs 


to eat these foods first and then 
any other foods may be consumed 
to the liking.

Frozen Foods 


'W«-have been urging for years 
good .packaging, is important in 
freezing foods. It's still, a mighty 
important rule to keep foods in 
prime flavor and' quality- to wrap 
them in moisture and vapor proof, 
leakproof. packages. Your package 
should be easy to seal, easy to han- 
dle, inexpensive and compa.ct 
enough to take up a minimum of 
freezer space. Be careful, how- 
ever, for we know some folks look 
only for a carton that's easy to 
seal and sometimes all other qual- 
ities^ are sacrificed. This is never 
wise* 


Cartons such as 
commercial 


companies use for ice cream, milk 
and cottage cheese are-not satis 
factory for use in the home freezer. 
You so often lose more in quality 
of the frozen food than you' can 
save in package cost. 


There are several good freezer 


packages on the market, many of 
which' can be re-used. Some of 
them have a lining of plastic, cel- 
lophane or pliofilm'for tight seal 
ing. 


Meats need to be wrapped very 


carefully. Had a piece of steak the 
other night which happened to be 
given me by a- home economist 
friend. It was wrapped too loosely 
irf" a' laminated paper and just 
quickly taped. Color of meat was 
poor and a rich taste wasn'T pres 
ent. In contrast, I've relished froz- 
en meat which comes from, my 
family which was first carefully 
wrapped in heavy weight- cello- 
phane- and overwrapped with heavy 
butcher paper.

Master Controller 


Thus, if a particular intersection 


becomes heavily burdened with 
north-south traffic, the time inter- 
val of signal changes can be gov- 
erned by the master controller to 
clear away threatened congestion. 


On streets leading to factories, 


business areas, or in parts of a 
city where traffic is heavy in one 
direction at one time- of day and 
in the opposite direction at an- 
other, a pre-timlng device makes 
the change - over automatically. 
Other signals in the system are 
not affected by the change-over. 


In existing traffic systems, con- 


trol of individual signals is not 
possible. Hendricks says. The new 
system gives traffic authorities the 
advantage of independent selection 
merely by dialing a combination 
on the master control. 


What about pedestrian safety? 
Hendricks doesn't have the an- 


swer to that, but he says the new 
system is flexible enough to have 
incorporated in it any ideas finally 
adopted for the protection of the 
non-rider.

NEW YORK—(IP)—Casey 


Stengel predicted today the 
New York Yankees will win 
their sixth consecutive Amer- 
ican league pennant. Manager 
Al Lopez forecast a Cleveland 
flag and pilot Paul Richards 
declared . his Chicago White 
Sox will beat out both the 
Yankees and Indians for the 
championship 


In contrast to the variance of 


opinion in the American league, 
practically all eight pilots have 
tabbed the defending champion 
Brooklyn Dodgers as the team to 
beat for the National league cham- 
pionship. 


"We are the champions and we 


should do it again," declared Stcn 
gel, winner of five straight pen 
nants. "We've lost some-men but 
I believe new men like Byrd, Rob 
Inson, Morgan, Skowron and Cerv 
will make up for the loss Of Raschi, 
Mize and Martin. 


Cleveland Second 


"The 
second team should be 


Cleveland, on their good pitching 
find that rookie (Rudy Regalado) 
who I see playing second base nnd 
Dave Phllley who will help their 
eutficld. Third has to be Chicago, 
they've changed their outfield and 
tiave added a couple of pitchers. 
Boston should be fourth, whether 
Williams plays or not. Washington 
is fifth. The other three I can't 
rate in order." 


Lopez based his belief on a 


Cleveland pennant "because the 
Indians are stronger whereas the 
Yankees are weaker." 


"Nobody can tell me that a team 


could 'lose t h r e e players of the 
calibre of Johnny Mizc, Vic Raschi 
and Billy Martin in one season as 
the Yankees did and not suffer," 
Lopez said. 


Pitching Stronger 


"On the other hand we're much 


stronger in pitching than we were 
a year ago at this time." 


"The way I see the order of 


finish is: Chicago, New York, 
Cleveland and Boston," predicted 
Richards. "Washington is an im- 
proved and dangerous club, and 
Detroit, Philadelphia and Balti- 
more all appear to be stronger. 
Any one of them could jump into 
the first division. Our team is 
much stronger than our 1953 club 
which won 89 games." 


Other managerial comments in- 


cluded : 


Lou Boudrcau, Boston Red Sox: 


"New York and Cleveland are the 
ball clubs we have to beat. Boston 
and Chicago must be regarded as 
the dark horses with the rest of 
the league showing better balance 
than a year ago in the pennant 
race." 


Sec Tight Race 


Fred Hutchinson, Detroit Tigers: 


"The Yankees are still the team 
to beat. The Indians should be bet- 
ter. 
The White Sox have good 


speed and sharp fielding but their 
pitching department is question- 
able. The primary need of the 
Tigers is a relief pitcher. On the 
whole the team looks better than 
it did at the start a year ago." 


Eddie Stanky, St. Louis Cardi- 


nals: "I'm not picking a winner 
or any one of four or five clubs to 
make a race of it. It looks like a 
wide open fight because of the im- 
provement throughout the league. 
We've got an outside chance on the 
strength of better pitching and a 
better club." 


Stan Hack, Chicago Cubs: 


"Seven teams will be shooting to 
beat Brooklyn, which must be re- 
garded aa the team to beat."

Tobacco Is Like Protective 
Tariff, Love or Money?

NEW YORK Oft— Did you know 


that at one time you could get 
your head chopped off if you were 
caught puffing on a pipe? 


Doctors disagree today as to 


whether smoking is a cause of 
cancer, -and massive research ii 
underway to settle the matter. 


But tobacco has been both 


praised and denounced by physi 
cians—as well as kings and poets— 
ever since Sir Walter Raleigh 
brought the weed to Europ« from 
America. Civilization introduced 
the Indians to firewater and the 
Indians introduced civilization to 
tobacco. 


With the help of a learned friend 


(a cigarette man himself), we have 
gone into the background of the 
roller-coaster controversy over to- 
bacco. Here are a few tidbits; 


King Denounce* 


In 1604, King James J of England 


called smoking "a branch of the 
sin of drunkenness," and described 
it as: 


"A custom loathesome to the 


eye, hateful to the nose, harmful 
to the brain, dangerous to the 
lungs, and in the black, stinking 
fume thereof nearest resembling 
the horrible stygian smoke of the 
pit that is bottomless." 


But the custom spread. Euro- 


pean physicians prescribed tobac- 
co to close wounds and treat ail- 
ments and diseases ranging from 
corns to halitosis and tetanus. 


Later, English kings tried to sup- 


press the cultivtaion or use of to- 
bacco for smoking. Pope Urbann 
VIII excommunicated all who took 
snuff in church. Christian IV of 
Denmark had all smokers and 
snuff-takers publicly whipped. 


In Japan and China, for a time, 


the rulers punished smokers by

| whippings and maimings. and Uie 
Russian rulers cut off their noses. 
The Turks stuck pipes through the 
noses of smokers and exhibited 
them in public. Later Turkish King 
Amurath even beheaded anyone 
caught smoking. 


In colonial America tobacco was 


often used as money. But in 1798 
Dr. Benjamin Rush, the famous 
American physician, said smoking 
and chewing provoked drunken- 
ness. Dr. Joel Shew, in the 1830's, 
listed smoking and chewing as 
agents of sexual perversion, im- 
potency, insanity—and cancer. 


When he cigarette was intro- 


duced into the U. S. in the 1850's, 
anti-tobacco reform groups warn- 
ed women that cigarette smoking 
would cause them to grow a mas- 
culine mustasche, develop tubercu- 


losis, become sterile, and nuffer 
a general collapse. 


Henry Ford and Thomas Edison 


are among the famous Americans 
who attacked tobacco. But in 1864 
Abraham Lincoln sent a telegram 
to General U. S. Grant saying: 


"Hold on with a bulldog grip, 


and chew and smoke as much as 
possible." The American public_ 
contributed 11.000 cigars to Gen. 
Grant after he took Fort Donelson. 


Charles Lamb called smoking 


"my evening comfort, my morn- 
Ing curse." Statesman Benjamin 
Disraeli said, "Tobacco is the 
tomb of love." But Rudyard Kip- 
ling countered with. "A woman is 
only a woman, but a good cigar is 
a smoke." Oliver Wendell Holmes, 
a poet and a doctor, smoked a 
pipe and called tobacco, "the great 
vegetable." 


In summary, it looks as If to- 


bacco belongs in the same class 
with love, liquor, money and th« 
protective tariff. Some feel it's 
good for what ails them 
some don't.
